HB present charter provides a Mayor 
T who is neither ornamental nor serv- 
iceable, The Lord Mayor of London 
is elected for show. purposes, and that only. 
We do not elect a Mayor for show purposes 
on purpose—though it may turn out that 
way.

of show and service—but it can’t be done. 
The Mayor of St. Louis ought either to 
preside over the city hall, at banquets and

The writers of the present charter were 
inoculated with the virus of governmental 
checks and balances. They provided that the 
House of Delegates should be a check on the 
Council; that the Council should be a check 
on the House, and that the Mayor should be 
a check on both, and by authorizing the

aristocracy, and that no one could get waited on 
at the city hall any more. 

“But I found Boston well satisfied with its one 
legislative body of nine members, three elected 
at a time. In New York I saw the skilled clerks 
chosen by the vocational tests at work, and was 
told that whereas, in the old spoils days, it took 
eight minutes for a clerk to enter one item in a 
ledger, they now enter six or eight items in one 
minute. 

“In Chicago, under the merit system, they have 
standardized the work, and know just how many 
spades of earth the laborer should lift, and how 
much work the clerk should do, in a day; and the 
laborer and the clerk must do their work, or po- 
litical pull will not save their jobs. 

“Evasions of the merit system were stopped, in 
New York, by Mayor Gaynor’s rule that the top 
man in every list of three must be selected, un- 
less there were some substantial reason against 
him. For a time, the practice was to reject the 
high man, the next man, and sometimes the whole 
trio, on a frivolous pretext, and demand a new 
list of three, until the person was reached whom 
it was desired to favor. 


Favors Freeholders Getting Out 
and Fighting for Their Charter. 


i Sr words ‘civil service’ and ‘merit sys- 
tem’ have been used so much, with dif- 
ferent shades of meaning, that it might 

be best to omit them in the official form of the 

plan, and give some such name as ‘Bureau of Em- 
ployment’ to what in some cities is called the 

Civil Service Commission. For the term ‘merit 

system’ might be substituted the moré accurate 

term ‘vocational examinations.’ 

“When the board has finished its work, I shall 
not be in favor of folding our hands and con- 
sidering our duty performed, as the former Board 
of Freeholders did. I believe the father ought to 
support the child, and I shall do what I can in 
the active support of the movement to free St.

“The Board of Freeholders of 1910 in effect said 
to the people: There, now; we've done our work; 
take it or leave it, it makes no difference to us.’

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it were begun. Sixty-two proposed amendments 
have deen defeated, and 14 adopted, and the 
charter is still deficient, as it must be after the 
lapse of 37 years, in which the city’s population 
has doubled and its revenues and expenditures 
have much more than doubled. 


Some Examples Showing How 


We Have Outgrown Old Charter 


N that time, our street car system has in- 
creased from 86 miles of horse-car lines, 
with fares amounting to $2800 a day, to 

353 miles of electric lines in the city and 110 
miles penetrating the county, with a total rev- 
enue exceeding $11,500,000 a year, and capitalized 
over $100,000,000. But Article X of the old char- 
ter, governing street railroads, has never been 
amended. Neither has any amendment been 
made to the article providing for parks, or the 
article creating the Health Department. 


“Ig it possible that, in all this time, the park 
system has made no advance that requires neu 
legislative provisions, or that the charter provt- 
sion designed for bobtailed horse-car lines can 
be adequate for the street railways of today, or 
that the Health Department provisions of 1876 
are adequate to the demands of 1913, with its 
modern methods for protecting the community 
from disease, epidemic and contagion? Or is it 
a case of failure to accept and provide new 
methods? 


“The present charter provides that, if the city 
ever builds or acquires a gas plant, the office of 
Gas Commissioner shall come into existence, and 
that he shall be a member of the Board of Public 
Improvements. This one section stamps the murk 
of decrepit age on the charter. The words ‘elec- 
tricity’ and ‘telephone’ are not to be found in the 
charter, for in 1876 electricity and the telephone 
were unknown. But the charter makes ample pro- 
vision for lighting the city with gas—and the 
boodle assembly did not overlook this oppor- 
tunity. 


“Under the present charter, we still elect a City 
Marshal. That is a high-sounding title. It brings 
to mind the ‘Three Musketeers” and ‘Twenty Years 
After,’ where d’Artagnan, dying on the battlefield, 
is declared a Marshal of France. It brings to 
mind Field Marshal von Moltke of Germanr. the

all. Last Sunday the Post-Dispatch presented an 
interview with Sir Johnston Forbes-Robertson, 
noted English actor-knight, who is making his 
farewell tour of the United States. He is highly 


optimistic and declares that the condition of the 


stage, both behind and in front of the scenes, 
is today infinitely better than it was 25 years ago.

of America, is none. the less cheerful over the 
prospect as the following interview with him 
shows.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18. 

ROM the profession you hear much about the 

competition of the moving picture shows 

and of the turkey trotteries, of the diffi- 
culty in procuring good plays or good librettos for 
comic opera. The public, on the other hand, 
talks about the poor quality of the shows, about 
the pressure of the high cost of living, about the 
dullness of the comedians and the lack of beauty 
in the chorus ladies. 

I have even heard a man say that he has given 
up going to the theater because it involves in 
altogether too many instances the following dis- 
advantages: 

Being insulted by the man in the bow office. 

Being kept waiting in hie seat half an hour 
after the advertised time for the commencement 
of the performance. 

Being compelled to Usten to the lady in front 
of him explaining to her friend, who has not seen 
the piece before, just what ie going to happen 
neat, 

Being forced to get up eight times during the 
first act in order to allow the late-comers to tread 
on his toes, and during the third act to allow the 
early goers to do the same thing. 

And, if his seat is anywhere near the back of 
the auditorium, having his attention distracted 
by the loud conversation of the theater attend 
ants. 

With all this confused jumble of ideas in my 
mind I sought out Mr. William Collier and said 
to him: 

What's the matter with the stage?“ 

William Collier repeated my question with that 
well-known air of alarm which has netted him 
nany thousands of dollars during a numbee olf 
years, which I generously forbear to specify. 

„Who's been telling you that there's anything 
the matter with the stage? There isn’t anything 
the matter with the stage”—and after stroking 
affectionately a squarish lump just over his breast 
pocket, which I took to be his bank book, he 
added with ferver, almost with deveutness— not 
a thing!” 


Training With the Uplifters. 


W ELL,” I sald, “if you are to believe 


half you hear”—— 
“Which you’d much better not,” 
he interrupted. 

“Most of the theaters are playing to poor 
houses and most of the theatrical managers are 
on the ragged edge of ruin,” I concluded. 

“Oh, I know what's the matter with you; you've 
been talking to some of the people who think 
that the easiest way to make money is to load 
off on the stage the work that ought to be done 
by the home and the church. You've been train 
ing with the uplifters; that’s what you've been 
doing.”

Huerta, the usurper. When Huerta seemed to 
have triumphed by assassination; when he had 
strewn the streets of his capital with dead and 
wounded non-combatants; when an overzealous 
or interested American Ambassador gayly ap- 
plauded the revolution and, before Madero’s body 
was cold, demanded the official recognition of his

Since the Mexi- 
can Congress was dispersed and Huerta has boldly 
announced his dictatorship and manifested anew 
his contempt for the administration at Washing- 
ton, profound silence has fallen upon Mr. Wilson's 
critics. No one today disputes the wisdom of the 
President's course.

To show that the idea is not vision- 
ary they point to the fact that 30 acres 
devoted to tobacco in Hampshire this 
year will yield 1200 to 1500 pounds to the 
acre. About 250,000 plants were grown 
on the Hampshire acreage and almost 
100,000 in other parts of the United King- 
dom. 

A. J. Brandon, leader in the tobacco 
growers’ experiments, is not predicting 
that England will grow the choicest 
quality tobacco, but he hopes to see a 
big acreage of the light leat of Virginia, 
as it is called here, grown at home. 
Three districts besides Hampshire are 
said to be — to tobacco.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Oct. 18.—The 


town of McAléster has a secret. 

The story requires a preface, a kind of 
historical prelude. About the time of 
statehood, in 1907, an unscrupulous man

shaméless knave—went to McAlester and 
acquainted himself with the lineage vf 
its first families, the characteristics of 
its principal citizens and the financial 
rating that they would be given by 4 
first-class commercial credit agency. 
That was prior to the recent agitation 
about taxing private incomes. 

It would be difficult to turn in any 
direction in McAlester without bumping 
against some kind of evidence of the 
benefactions of Col. J. J. (Uncle Jim- 
mie“) McAlester, its wealthiest citizen, 
and after whom the town was named. 
Col. McAlester. is one of the kindliest 
men of the old-fashioned school to be 
found south of Mason and Dixon's line. 
His wealth is sald to be near the mil- 
lion mark. He is generous, charitable 
and honest, if the estimate of friends 
who have known him 50 years may be 
accepted. N 

Never Turns Away Bestzar. 
He went to Indian Territory long de- 


termarried ‘citizen of the Choctaw In- 
dian Nation. Col. McAlester never turus 
a deaf ear to a hard-luck story, if the 
victim of adversity shows worthines3, 
however slight. He takes the keénést 
interest in politics. He was a member 
of the First State Corporation Commis- 
sion, from which he was advanced to 
the office of Lieutenant-Governor, which 
he has held with distinction. 

In a degree the latter has grown out 
of his actiohs as acting Governor, dur- 
ing two absences of Gov.

National Council at Kansas City 
Also to Consider Unification 
of Pastorates. 


INSTALLATION IN ST. LOUIS 
| 
Dr. Woodrow Will Formally As- 
sume Charge at Pilgrim 
Church Tuesday. ~ 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel H. Woodrow will 
be installed as pastor of Pilgrim Con- 
gregational Church, Union boulevard 
and Kensington avenue, Tuesday night. 
After the ceremony, he and other St. 
Louis Congregationalists will leave for 
Kansas City to attend the triennial ses- 
sion of the National Council of the 
church. 

Dr. Woodrow is one of the leading 
candidates for moderator of the Na- 
tional Council, the highest office in the 
denomination. Another candidate fa- 
vored by many laymen is Gov. Baldwin 
of Connecticut, and a third is the Rev. 
Dr. Charles S. Mills of Montclair, N. J. 
who. was Dr. Woodrow’s predecessor 
here. 

Most of the St. Louis Congregational 
ministers will go to Kansas City. Some 
of the laymen who will attend the 
Council’s sessions are Mr. and Mra. A, 
W. Benedict, C. W. 8. Cobb, Prof. and 
Mrs. Chester B. Curtis, Julius C. Birge 
and George P. Goddard. 

Two important questions to be decided 
by the council are the shortening and 
modification. of the church's creed, and 


organizing the federation of the church’ 


into a more compact body, instead of the 
present rather loose grouping of indi- 
vidual and independent churches. - If 
the proposed changes 
Congregational Church will have a sys- 
tem of organization on the Presby- 
terlan plan, with no central authority 
such as a .ishop, but with recognized 
forms of doctrine and rules of usage. 

Dr. Woodrow’s pastorate began last 
May, but in accordance with Congrega- 
tional usage, the installation ceremony 
marks the Beginning of what is de- 
signed to be a lasting relationship, He 
formerly was pastor of the First Con- 
gregational Church in Washington. 

In the installation ceremony, the Rev. 
H. A. Stimson of New York, former 
pastor of Pilgrim Church, and the Rev. 
C. H. Patton of Boston, formerly pastor 
of the First Church here, will take part. 
The sermon will be preached by the Rev. 
Dr. Nehemiah Boynton of Brooklyn, 
moderator of the last Natidnal Council, 
and still holding that office. 


DR. NICCOLLS’ CHURCH TO 
CELEBRATE ANNIVERSARY 


Second Presbyterian. Was Or- 
ganized 75 Years Ago 
Today. 

The Second Presbyterian Church, 


Westminster Place and Taylor avenue, 
will celebrate the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary of its organization Sunday, Oct. 
1%. The Rev. Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls, 
who has been the pastor more than 6 
years, will speak morning and eveniag 
on topics appropriate to the occasion. 

The present edifice is the third that 
the congregation has occupied. The first 
was at Broadway and Walnut street 
and was used until 188. The second 
was at Seventeenth street and Lucas 
avenue, where services were held until 
Nov. 16, 1896.

IN A HONDURAS PRISON 


St. Louis Young Man Who Killed 
Another American Got 
Fight-Year Term. 


By Wire From the Washiugton Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Five thous- 
and Missorians, among whom are a 
number of wholesale merchants on 
Washington avenue, St. Louis, have 
signed a petition addressed to Secretary 
of State Bryan, praying that steps be 
taken by the American Government to 
induce the President of Honduras to 
pardon Courtland B. Van Sickler, a St. 
Louls boy who is in prison there. 
Congressman William L. Igoe of St. 
Louis will present the petition to Secre- 
tary Bryan Monday: 
Van Sickler, whose home is in St. 
Louls, was superintendent of a planta- 
tion in West Central Honduras two 
years ago. His wife was with him. 
An American named Shaw, threatened 
Van Sickler's life, according to Van 
Sickler, and ‘offered an affront to Mrs. 
Van Sickler, and this caused an en- 
counter in whieh Van Sickler shot and 
killed Shaw. He was tried and sen- 
tenced to eight years imprisonment, 
Was Kept in Dungeon. 
Before his trial, Van Sickler wag con- 
fined in a dungeon and chained to the 
walis of his cell Representations to the 
Honduran Government by Secretary of 
State Knox brought about Van Sickler's 
removal from the dungeon. 
Van Sickler has about six years of his 
sentence to serve. He is a vateran of 
the Philippine War, and was formerly 
employed in a St. Louis commercial 
house. 
If Secretary Bryan decides to use his 
good office in behalf of Van Siakler, and 
it is believed he will, the solicitor for 
the State Department, former Gov. Jo- 
seph W. Folk of Missouri, will handle 
the negotiations. Only the President of 
Honduras or the Supreme Court of that 
nation has the power, under the Hon-

“It never occurred to me to attack in 
my paper anyene merely on account of 
such abnormality.

Anecdote of Boucher. 


HH artificiality that marks Bouch- 


er's style Was partly the outcome 

of an extraordinary indifference 
to the appeal of natural landscape. Mrs. 
Bearne tells how one day, not having 
been into the country for many years, 
he thought he would like to make an 
excursion there to refresh his memory, 
“but he did not like it—it was too green, 
it was not refined! He wrote his opinion 
to Lancret, who quite agreed with him 
that nature was wanting in harmony 
and seduction.“ Boucher’s backgrounds 
and setting, though pictorially pretty, 
resemble nd landscape that ever existed;

MEXICO CITY, Oct. u rod may 
depend upon it that any rumor you hear 
to the effect that I am going to resign 
or quit this country is false. Mexico is 
my country, my native land. When I 
leave it it will be to go to another 


country much further away than En- 
gland. France or any of the other lands 
which my enemies have selected as my 
destination. That country is by under- 
ground route, 6 feet under ground. 

When you hear that Huerta is dead, 
when you see my body in the coffin, 
when the priests come to say mass over 
me, then you may tell your newspaper 
that Huerta has resigned or fled the 
country, 

When I resign or quit Mexico évery- 
one will know it. I shall see that my 
death is not kept secret any more than 
my flight. When I go I shall give time- 
ly notice, so be serene in your mind, 
let nothing worry you about the Presi- 
dent of Mexico or his fate until you 
know it from ma. 

This sums up the essential part of 
what Gen. Huerta had to say today con- 
cerning rumors printed in the United 
States that he had resigned or filed to 
Vera Cruz to take ship for Europe, in 
a long interview which the Post-Dis- 
patch Correspondent had with him this 
afternoon at the National Palace. 

Peace by Any Means. 
That he will endeavor to establish 
peace by any means, wae indicated by 
Gen. Huerta. On this point he said: 
“Should the elections, which will be 
held as I have promised, indicate an- 
other for the presidency, I shall step 
aside. Until that time vou will find 
me here complying with my promises 
to the nation, which are to re-establish 
peace, within the law, if possible, but 
to re-establish peace.”

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 8.—You may 
depend upon it that any rumor you hear 
to the effect that I am going to resign 
or quit this country is false. Mexico is 
my country, my native land. When I 
leave it it will be to go to another 


country much further away than En- 
gland, France or any of the other lands 
which my enemies have selected as my 
destination. That country is by under- 
ground route, 6 feet under ground. 

When you hear that Huerta is dead, 
when you see my body in the coffin, 
when the priests come to say mass over 
me, then you may tell your newspaper 
that Huerta has resigned or fled the 
country, 

When I resign or quit Mexico évery- 
one will know it. I shall see that my 
death is not kept secret any more than 
my flight. When I go I shall give time- 
ly notice, so be serene in your mind, 
let nothing worry you about the Presi- 
dent of Mexico or his fate until you 
know it from ma. 

This sums up the essential part of 
what Gen. Huerta had to say today con- 
cerning rumors printed in the United 
States that he had resigned or fled to 
Vera Cruz to take ship for Europe, in 
a long interview which the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent had with him this 
afternoon at the National Palace. 

Peace by Any Means. 

That he will endeavor to establish 
peace by any means, was indicated by 
Gen. Huerta. On this point he said: 

“Should the elections, which will be 
held as I have promised, indicate an- 
other for the presidency, I shall step 
aside. Until that time vou will find 
me here complying with my promises 
to the nation, which are to re-establish 
peace, within the law, if possible, but 
to re-establish peace.” 

Tell me, what is this they ere say- 
ing about my resigning and leaving the 
country?” was the way he began the 
interview. Huerta speaks little English 
and reads the language scarcely at all, 
0 the telegrams relating to the sub- 
ject were translated to him. 

Still Attending to Bustness. 

“Here I am as you see,” said ha, 
extending is arms in a wide sweep from 
his body. “So, you may, with a clear 
conscience, inform the people of the 
United States that I, the President of 
the Mexican republic, am still tn the 
National Palace attending to the bust 
ness of the nation according to the best 
of my poor ability.” 

Then he became the questioner. 

“Can you tell me from whom these 
stories originate, what inspires them?’ 
he asked. “It would be interesting, to 
know. It is not of special importance, 
but I cannot understand why such sto- 
ries are started when it is so easy for 
ohe to ascertain the facts for himself. 
Let anyone come to me and ask me 


ing, and I will be glad to tell him. 
There is no mystery about it.” 

Huerta chuckled quietly to himself, 
then launched into a story concerning 
Benito Juarez, one of the great Mexi- 
can Presidents and patriots. It had to 
do with Juarez when he was sorely be- 
set by internal foes and demands were 
coming from all quarters for his, res- 
ignation. It went to strike a paralie! 
between Huerta’s present case and Jua- 
res’s. 

“But you must mot use thet,” cau- 
tioned Huerta. “I am telling you that 
as between friends. If it were printed 
my enemies would say that I am try- 
ting to make myself to be as great a 
man eas Juarez.” 

Speaks With Sincertty. 

Then he uttered with fine emphasis 
the sentences with which this cablegram 
opens. Every accent and gesture de- 
spoke sincerity. While speaking he 
gazed steadily into the eyes of the in- 
terviewer. Now and then he would 
bring his fist down upon the table with 
a bang, but this period of impassioned 
feeling was brief. Suddenly, when he 
had finished what he wanted to say, 
he broke out into a laugh.

When the police last night conclud d 
an investigation of what they believed 
was a fake marriage bureau, they had 
only a charge of burglary to prefer 
against Carles Truedell, self-admitred 
bogus husband of Mise Mattie Moser, 
and a charge of peace disturbance 
against the Reverend John Ab-ectt, 
who confessed to having drawn up & 
worthless marriage certificate as a per- 
sonal favor’ for Truedell. 

Miss Moser, although she is convinced 
she was duped into a make-believe mar- 


riage, prefers to be called Mrs. Charlies 
Truedell. “ She is housekeeper at the 
Metropole Hotel. 

A “marrying preacher/* who formerly 
conducted a marriage bureau across the 
street from the City Hall, where he so- 
licited jobs of marriage ceremonies, was 
released by the police after Miss Moser 
had failed to identify him as the one 
who performed the ceremony. 

Had Another Certificate. 
Truedell was questioned about a mar- 
riage certificate made out in his name 
and the name of Laura Kiehno of Pinck- 
neyville, Hl., which was found in a trunk 
in his room at 1221 Pine street, and said 
that although he and Miss Kiehno had 
lived together as man and wife, she was 
aware of the fact that their marriage 
was a bogus one. The police are search- 
ing for Miss Kiehno. 

The statute of limitation applying to 
bogus marriages expired in the case of 
Miss ‘Moser a year and a day after the 
ceremony was performed March 28, 1913, 
and for that reason the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office declined to entertain the po- 
lice complaint against the two prisoners.

She says Truedell had 
threatened to kill her unless she re- 
turned to him. He knew she was 
living in the 2000 block on North 
Fourteenth street, but did net know 
her exact address. 
The charge of burglary against 
Truedell followed the finding ot 
some jowelry in his possesison which 
was lost by Mrs. Olive Parks of 2700 
Stoddard street when her home wae 
ransacked several nights ago. Mra. 
Parks identified Truedell as a former 
lodger and he admitted having en- 
tered her home with a skeleton key 
during her absence. 
Miss Moser, 24 years old, sald she 
met Truedell three weeks before the 
fake marriage, while she was an act- 
ing nurse at the Christian Hospital. 
Truedell was a patient there, suffer- 
ing with a bullet wound in his right 
arm. He made such desperate love to 
her, Miss Moser said, that she was 
frightened into marying him. He 
threatened to kill her it she would 
not be his wife, she said. 

Her Arm Tattooed. 
Miss Moser said that following the 
marriage ceremony, Truedell took 
her to the studio of a Market street 
tattoo artist and had his image tat- 
tooed on her left forearm. He told 
jher he was doing it, she said, so he 
could identify her in the future. 
When she asked him why they had 
not gone to the city hall for the 
marriage ceremony, Truedell in- 
formed his bride, so she claims, that 
she was not dressed well enough for 
a “regular city hall wedding.“ 
“Reverend” Ablett, whe gave his 
address as 114 South Twelfth street, 
told the police he did not know he 
was aiding in a fake marriage when 
he drew the certificate for Truedell, 
He is 62 years old and claims to be an 
evangelist.

of St. Leuis in Missouri. 

Einstein was asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

Is it a fair basis of charge for the 
Keokuk dam company and the distrib- 
uting company to calculate the cost of 
producing current by Illinois soft coal 
in a steam plant, in order to determine 
the reasonable price of water power 
current?“ 

That was the basis of determining 
the price when the contract was made in 
1908, and for that reason all readjust- 
ments must de made on the same basis 


among officials of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. disclosed that the com- 
pany has built a plant since of more than 
twice the capacity of its Keokuk con- 
tract, at the foot of Mullanphy street, 
and is generating ite current today at 
less than the water power price with 
soft coal bought at the rate of $1.42 a 
ton. 

Einstein pointed to the schedule 
changes within two years of the Union 
Electric, by which, he said, the company 
is now offering current cheaper than ft 
may be obtained in any large city of 
the country except Buffalo. He said it 
is obtainable from the Union Electric 
under large contracts at a smaller rate 
than in Buffalo. 

„Do you say that the rate reductions 
made in the last two years are due to 
the purchase of current generated at 
Keokuk?” was asked. 

“No, I do not say that.“ replied Ein- 
stein, but I say that the water power 
current will be a factor in reducing rates 
in the future.” 

Own Plant Main Factor. 

‘Do you say that the water power 
current or the current you generate 
at St. Louis will be the principal fac- 
tor in keeping rates low or making 
them lower?!“ 

“Of course, it is our own plant that 


amount of current in case its service 


is interrupted. Both the Union and 
the Laclede companies would be re- 
quired in these contracts to assume 
the same overhead charges as if they 
generated all their own current.

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Defendant Wrote Once That She 
Probably Would Be Charged 
With Poisoning. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PLYMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 18.—That 
Mrs. Jennie May Eaton's jealousy t 
her husband, Rear Admiral Joseph G. 
Eaton, and of his attentions to other 
women, went so far that she asked 
two young women to testify in court 
to his having flirted with them was 
brought out today in the testimony o/ 
Miss Grace B. Howard, a former choir 
singer at Assinippi, and Mrs. Bessie R. 
Collamore of North Hanover in the 
Plymouth Court, where Mrs. Eaton is 
being tried on the charge of murder- 
ing her husband. 

The manner in which Mrs. Eaton’s 
mind is alleged to have dwelt upon the 
subject of poison also was emphasized 
in a letter which she wrote to Miss 
Howard in 1909, mentioning the fact 
that an autopsy was about to be pei- 
formed on the body of her adopted 
child, and predicting that if poison 
were found there, the Admiral would 
attempt to fasten the guilt on herseif 
or her daughter, June. 

Called Husband Hypocrite. 

In this letter, which was produced in 
court today, Mrs. Eaton referred to he: 
husband as an old hypocrite’ and a 
poor, deluded insane man, declaring 
that it would be a pitiable thing for 
one as innocent and tender as June to 
have to suffer for his wickedness. 

She also reminded Miss Howard t 
several instances of the Admiral’s un- 
gentlemanly” behavior toward her (Miss 
Howard) and urged the young woman to 
write her a letter setting forth these 
alleged acts on his part, adding that she 
intended to summon her to court as a 
witness. 

The testimony of Mrs. Collamore to 
the effect that Mrs. Eaton had at- 
tempted some four years ago to have 
her go to court and testify that the 
Admiral had annoyed her by his at- 
tentions, proved so amusing to the ac- 
cused widaaw that she tittered audibly. 
She hastily suppressed her mirth, how- 
ever, by thrusting her handkerchief over 
her mouth. 

The first witness for the State today 
was Dr. Joseph Frame of Rockland, the 
Paton family physician, who recounted 
incidents connected with the Admiral’s 
death and told of Mrs. Eaton’s fear 
that the Admiral would poison her. The 
doctor said he had been greatly sur- 
prised at the.Admiral’s death. 

Witness Denies Flirting. 

In reference to the charges communi- 
cated in Mrs. Eaton's letter to Miss 
Howard, the choir singer, the woman 
Was examined as follows: 

Q. Did Admiral Eaton ever wink at 
you in church? A. No. 

Q. Did he ever wink at you while 
you were singing in the choir? A. No. 

Q. At any time going or coming from 
church? A. No. 

Q. Was his conduct simply disgracs- 
ful at the minstrel show? A. No. 

Q. Did you cease singing at the 
church? A. I dia. 

Q. Was it because the Admiral had 
winked or stared at you there? A. No. 

Q. Did you leave the choir because of 
any reason connected with Admiral 
Eaton? A. No. 

Q. Was the Admiral’s treatment of 
vou at any time or at any place other 
than that of a gentleman? A. No. 


TRAIN KILLS FOUR IN AUTO 
AT GRADE CROSSING 


Deep Cut Conoeals Engine and 
Cars From Sight of 


Driver. 

LAPORTE, Ind., Oct. 18.—Four per- 
sons were killed and one probably fatal- 
ly hurt here late today when an auto- 
mobile driven by Edwin W. Schurz, 
treasurer of a plano company, was 
struck by a Pere Marquette freight 
train. The accident happened at a grade 
crossing. 

The dead are: Mrs. Hawtin W. Schur. 
Laporte; Mrs. Fannie P. Heinz, Laporte; 
Mrs. Carleton Schafer, Laporte; Mrs. 
William Brace, Washington, D. C. 

The injured: Edwin W. Schurz, La- 
porte, who was 4riving the car. 

At the place of the accident, U miles 
north of Laporte, the railroad and a 
highway are cut low to make the grade 
leaving high embankments on both sides. 
making a view of the track impossible. 

Schurs was driving at a moderate 
speed, but failed to see a northbound 
train, the engine of which was pushing 
a box car ahead, this being necessary 
because a drawbar had pulled out..

The bill prohibits the carrying or send- 
ing of funds from one state to another,

: Congressmen. The Senate passed the 
: bill today without debate. In previous 
> ~— Alacu it was made clear that its 
purpose was to prevent the financing of 
: campaigns in a secret manner by or- 
: ganizations or individuals who did not 
i come directly under the campaign pub- 
licity laws. 

The proposed new law would not pro- 
hibit thé present work of national po- 
litical committees so long as they make 
public ‘reports of all contributions re- 
ceived and expenditures. Practically all 
the national committees send contribu- 
tions fo the state committees of their 
parties during a national election. 

It is believed the measure would cur- 
tail soliciting of campaign funds in 
money centers, and greatly curb gen- 
eral campaign activities on the part of 
the persons or organizations that might 
be indirectly interested in the outcome of 
elections. — 

A further amendment of campaign 
contribution laws was proposed today 
by Senator Sterling in a bill to prevent 
all corporations from contributing to 
campaigns for nominations, as they are 
now prohibited from contributing to elec- 
tion campaigns.

: Catarrh. 

Some of my small chicks have a 
welling on their heads that grows 
arger until it gets inside the mouth. 
Then they die. Can you tell me what 
the trouble is and what to do? What 
is the cause of crooked breast bones? 
Is there any remedy for colds when 
they sneeze and gape? A. L. 8. 
Louisville, Ky. 


Your chicks have contagious ca- 
tarrh. Separate the sick chicks from 
the others and disinfect the quarters 
thoroughly. If the swellings contain 
pus, they should be opened with «a 
sharp knife, the contents removed, 
and the wound treated with a mild 
antiseptic, such as a 2 per cent solu- 
tion of carbolic acid. In very bad 
cases it is best to kill the bird and 
burn the carcass. 

Crooked breast bones are caused by 
allowing the chicks to lie on a hard 
floor. This can be prevented by sup- 


plying the chicks with plenty of 
clean soft bedding

Sealy Legs. 

I notice that some of my hens have a 
crusty growth on their legs. What is 
the cause of it? How can it be re- 
moved.

Your hens have scaly leg, which is 
caused by a mite which burrows under 
the scales of the feet and shanks, and 
is considered to be infectious, but does 
not spread rapidly. It is noticed most 
frequently in old fowls. The scales can 
be removed by soaking the feet and 
shanks in warm soapy water, then 
brushing them off with a brush. After 
the scales have been removed apply sul- 
phur ointment or equal parts of melted }

“SCHOOLS MUST TEACH 
WHAT MOTHERS DON’T” 


Des Moines New Sex Hygiene 
Instructor Takes Up Pub- 
lic School Work. 

DES MOINES, Io., Oct. 18.—‘‘My idea 
of sex instruction is to teach the girls 
that sex is beautiful instead of sordid,” 
said Miss Ruth Morrison of Ames, who 
has come to Des Moines to teach sex 
hygiene in the public schools. 

“There is no schoo! girl in a city nor 
any place else, for that matter, who 
does not know about sex in one way or 
another—and generally it is the other. 
There is nothing in God's plan that is 
not beautiful if looked at in the right 
light. That is the way with sex and 
my aim is to glorify and beautify the 
thing that most of them have heard 
about in a sordid way; to make it beau- 
tiful for them.

“PLOT” SAYS THE PASTOR 


Father Mayer Charges Republi- 
can Officials Are Conspiring 
Against Democrat Prosecutor. 


Notice has been served upon the Rev. 
Father Albert Mayer, pastor of St. An- 
diew’s Catholic Church, in Luxemburg, 
to stop the sale of beer in connection 
with festivals and entertainments. This 
fcllowed a formal complaint made by 
Constable William Hay of Carondelet 
Township to the effect that the State 


dramshop laws were being violated at 
the church. 

Father Mayer declared last night that 
the complaint was part of a political plot 
engineered by Republicans to compe! 
Prosecuting Attorney Arthur V. Dashly 
of St. Louis County, a Democrat, to de- 
stroy himself politically through pros- 
ecuting the church, and thereby getting 
its powers aligned against him. Con- 
stable Hay is a Republican. 

Sheriff Bode, a Republican, reported 
last February that the liquor laws were 
being violated at St. Andrew’s Church. 


stalled in office. Bode did not submit 
evidence at the time, and no action was 
taken by Lashly or his assistants un- 
til Hay’s charges were made. 

Father Mayer told a reporter that 
the church had been selling beer at 
entertainments since its founding 10 
years ago, and that the first com- 
plaints were filed by Republicans 
after the election of a Democratic 
Prosecuting Attorney. 

Pastor Would Stop Sales. 

We are not operating a saloon 
and we told Prosecutor Lashly that 
we would stop selling beer if it was 
in violation of the law,” declared the 
pastor. “We do not think we are 
violating the law and we sold beer 
as usual during the festival conducted 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday of this 
week. We sell beer to any respect- 
able person who applies and only sell 
to minors when the parents purchase 
the beer. We do not sell wines or 
whisky and we have a United States 
Government license to authorize the 
beer sales.” 

Father Mayer told Assistant Pros- 
ecutor Mooney accoraing to the 
latter, that it is the policy of that 
church to dispense beer in the hope 
that the young men of the parish will 
patronize the church bar instead of 
visiting dives along South Broadway. 
In a building adjoining the church, 
the first floor of which is occupled by 
a parochial school, Father Mayer in- 
stalled a small bar on the second 
floor and in the basement. A dance 
hall is operated on the second floor 
and bowling alleys and billiard tables 
in the basement. The church and 
parochial school building are located 
at Hoffmeister avenue and Military 
road, Luxembourg, a village just 
across the southeastern limits of St. 
Louis. 

The policy of Prosecuting Attorney 
Lashly has been to stop violations 
of excise laws in the county and he 
has filed as many as 72 informations 
in one day against liquor sellers that 
he has personally observed. 

Gardner to Defend Cases. 

The County Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
clation has retained State Senator A. 
E. L. Gardner, Republican, to de- 
fend all of these cases, and a test 
case has been appealed to the Su- 
preme Court by Lashly, after the 
constitutionality of the dramshop 
laws was questioned by Gardner in 
a suit in Circuit Court at Clayton. 

Mooney told reporters that he had 
given a copy of the dramshop laws 
to Father Dickman, assistant pastor 
at St. Andrew’s Church, and told him 
that it was a violation to sell beer 
or liquor. without a State license. 
Mooney said yesterday that he had 
heard of no violations at the Luxem- 
burg church since he issued the or- 
der, and would take no further 
steps. He said Father Dickmann had 
assured him the law would not be 
violated.

Well, a few dimensional figure® will serve to clinch 
the visual evidence.

The Smithsonian 
Institution, which is scientifically exacting, has accepted this fish as the ambitious 
youth from the country “accepts” a job in the city--by going after it with enthusi- 
asm. As soon as the Smithsonian authorities heard of the existence of this pisca- 
torial phenomenon they went after it, because it is of a species hitherto unknown.

USBANDS are hard enough to get in these days of the 
high cost of living, and those whom Jewish maidens 
acquire cannot steal away from their responsibilities. 
Through a remarkable agency in St. Louis, a Bureau of 


Desertion operated by the Jewish 


Charitable Association, a hue and cry' 


is raised after absconding spouses 
which pursues them to every corner of the country and 
even to Canada, and contpels them by legal means or 
by social ostracism to support their forsaken wives. 

Before the errant husband can be dragged back to 
the arms of his family he must first be found. Usually 
he has fied leaving no inkling o his destination, and 
has concealed himself in a distant city under an as- 
sumed name. How he is ferreted out among the teem- 
ing throngs of a big city is the subject of a serées of 
true-life detective storjes which for ingenuity and in- 
terest are worthy -of fiction. 

By a clever system known as “The Gallery of Miss- 
ing Husbands,” the bureau, of which Oscar Leonard 
is St. Louis manager, is-able to enlist a large proportion 
of the Jewish people in America into a band of vol- 
unteer- husband hunters. There is also a Court of 
Domestic Relations in which Leonard sits as Judge, 
and which, though having no legal status, is usually 
able to enforce its decrees. 


A typical case was that of a young Jew who married 
in Russia. It was not a love match. He was anxious 
to escape service in the Czar’s army, but did not have 
money enough to pay his passage to the United States. 
A, marriage broker arranged a match with a girl who, 
having reached the advanced, age of 22 years, was con- 
sidered by her relatives as facing the frightful fate 
of being an old maid.

encumbering the earth. It was rolled off on the beach 
and became the center of curiosity for the population. 
The Miami authorities ordered that, the carcass be 
removed. 

Just what to do with the prize so bravely and la- 
boriously won was a problem for Capt. Thompson, but 
that problem was solved when science became inter- 
ested in the fish. The Smithsonian Institution sent J. 
S. Warmbeth, a skilled taxidermist, down to Miami, te 
prepare the carcass for preservation, so that all men 
hereafter may believe in this big fish story, or at least 
so many as may visit the institution at Washington. 

Warmbeth embalmed and mounted the creature. He 
used 15 barrels of formaldehyde, in addition to other 
chemicals in job lots, All the professional undertakers 
for miles up and down and inland from Miami were 
called to aid the taxidermist. They worked night and 
day to get the fish properly pickled before mortification 
set in. The thickness of the sides and the extraordinary 
toughness of the hide made the work exceedingly édiffi- 
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cult. Finally the work was completed, the skin being 
mounted on steel ribs to restore the original form, and 
the specimen was hauled away on a flat car to Atlantic 
City, where thousands of visitors viewed it. 

When the undertakers finally penetrated to the in- 
terior of the carcass they found a 1500-pound fish—as 
big as an ox—which the monster had swallowed whole 
and partly digested. Strange to say, in the cavernous 
stomach was found also a live cuttlefish or octopus. 
Several hundred pounds of coral and other solid 
matter were contained in the stomach. 

Now as to Jonah. Carl G. Fisher, a millionaire sports- 
man of Indianapolis, who has a winter home at Miami, 
told his friends about the big fish, which he had seen 
on the Florida beach. They were incredulous. Fisher 
had the fish loaded upon a flat car and transported to 
Indianapolis, wheré it has been placed on exhibition to 
prove that he was not telling a fish story of the tra- 
ditional sort. And amongst the many persons who 
have seen the fish are several clergymen, whe have 
formulated the theory that it was a fish of this species 
which swallowed Jonah. 
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The limited size of the 7 throat precludes the 
possibility of its swallowing a man. The fish caught 
in Florida waters could have swallowed a man with 
ease—to the fish, not the man. Observe the photo- 
graph of a man sitting snugly in the mouth of this fish. 
As a matter of fact, the ministers point out, there is 
nothing in the Bible to create the impression that it 
was a whale that swallowed the unfortunate son of 
Amittai.

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THINGS YOU OUGHT TO KNOW! 


NEW METAL 
BETTER THAN STEEL 


COMPOUND better than steel 
has appeared. This material 
d not-contain any iron; it is 
alloy of cobalt chromium and 
tungsten, and has been called stellite by 
its inventor, Elwood Haynes. After long 
and original research, Mr: Haynes found 
that if an alloy of chromium and cobalt 
was taken as a basis and the proportion 
of chromium held at 15 per cent of the 
ent! e mixtdre, the alloy gradurlly in- 
creased in hardness with the percentage 
cf tungsten. This material requires no 
heat treatment; it is cast to size and 
shape, and its nose simply grougd when 
its use as a tool is desired. As to its per- 
formance or elntive merit when com- 
pared with hizh-speed steel, the following 
is testified to by its makers, writes 
George S. Armstrgng in the Engineering 
Magazine: In tu ning cast-iron wheels, 
high-speed steel completed 26 wheels in 10 
ours, and ste!l te, under similar ccondi- 
tons, finished 49 wheels. The high-speed 
steel was ground twice for each wheel 
finished, while the stellite tool was 
ground only at tle completion of the 
work. A lathe was speeded up to the 
point of failure of high-speed steel and 
the speed was then increased 2.6 times, 
and stellite stood up and worked satis- 
factorily. In a boring machine 28 holes 
were completed in 19 hours with high- 
speed steel, while stellite completed the 
same number im three hours and 40 
minutes. Its composition makes its cost 
from five to six times as great as that 
of steel, but the absence of heat treat- 
ment somewhat offsets this handicap. 


LIFE POSSIBLE 
WITHOUT MICROBES 


HE possibility of animal life 
under conditions quite free from 
microbes is occupying the itten. 
tion of experimenters, and the 

Paris scientist, Guyenot, uses the vom- 
mon fly for this purpose (Drosophila am- 
pelophila), obtaiuihg their reproduction 
and following their descendants. He now 
possess a collection of specimens datifg 
from two years past and comprising a 
great number of generations, says the 
Scientific American. Development from 
the egg to the imago, at 24 degrees cen- 
tigrade, lasts for 12 days, and the females 
commence to lay on the first and second 
days after hatching. In this way he ob- 
tains two generations a month and each 


generation contains at least 10,000 flies. 


The line followed by him since May, 1911, 
includes some 40 generaticns, or 400,000 
specimens. Under these conditions, liv- 
ing in a medium free f.om microbes and 
feeding upon specially p epared food, the 
specimens do not show any lessening in 
strength of fecundity, but on the contrary 
their development takes place under ex- 
ceptlonm conditions which are not four 
in nature. 


SMOKE ABATEMENT 
BY ELECTRICITY 


LECTRICITY appeared as a solu- 
tion for the smo.e problem in 
a demonstration at Pittsburg 
recently. The smoke-abating 
appliance which was shown removed the 
soot from 900 cubic feet of smoke a min- 
ute at a total cost of about 1 cent a day 
for operation. The action of the ep- 
paratus consists in p:ecipitating the solid 
particles in the smo”’e by means of a 
powerful elestrical current, and its in- 
vention is based on the fact that one- 
third to one balf of the solid matter in 
smoke from smelting furnaces. consists 
of particles of iron oxide. Elect-ieal cur- 
rent is applied to the smobe by means of 
a wire woven through a number of small 
pipes placed at the top of the chimney 
so that the smoke must pass through 
them. As soon as the electricity ic turned 
on the small particles floating in the 
smoke are changed to large particles. 
which fall back into a bin by their own 
weight. Its application is not confired, 
however, to smelting furnaces, for it has 
been found that the device wor! s as eu- 
cessfully on any kind of smo e, cement 
or ore dust.

SMOKE ABATEMENT 
BY ELECTRICITY 


LECTRICITY appeared as a solu- 
tion for the smo.e problem in 
a demonstration at Pittsburg 
recently. The smoke-abating 
appliance which was shown removed the 
soot from 900 cubic feet of smoke a min- 
ute at a total cost of about 1 cent a day 
for operation. The action of the p- 
paratus consists in p. ecipitating the solid 
particles in the smo’e by means of 4 
powerful elestrical current; and its in- 
vention is buseg on the fact that one- 
third to one balf of the solid matter in 
smoke from smelting furnaces. consists 
of particles of iron oxide. Eleet- ieal cur- 
rent is applied to the smo*e by means of 
a wire woven through a number of small 
pipes placed at the top of the chimney 
so that the smoke must pass through 
them. As soon as the electricity is turned 
on the small particles floating in the 
smoke are changed 
which fall back into a bin by their own 
weight. Its application is not confired, 
however, to smelting furnaces, for it has 
been found that the device wor's as eu- 
cessfully on any kind of smo e, cement 
or ore dust.
